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earned patent term adjustment. See 37 CFR 1.704(b). 
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DETAILED ACTION 



Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's request for reconsideration of the finality of the rejection of the last 
Office action is persuasive and, therefore, the finality of that action is withdrawn. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 32-35, 47, 49-51, 56 and 58-60 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being anticipated by Tsimelzon, Jr., U.S. Patent Pub. No. 2004/0177148. 

Regarding claims 32-35, 47, 49-51, 56 and 58-60, Tsimelzon discloses a 
wireless communication system comprising: at least one wireless terminal (page 2, 
0045; figure 1), an access point (base station inherent to cellular systems) in wireless 
communication with the at least one terminal and forming part of a network (page 3, 
0045), a server connected to the network (0045), the at least one wireless terminal 
includes a selector for selecting objects so that selection information is transferred from 
the at least one terminal to the server (0046, 0047), wherein in response to the selection 
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information being transferred from the at least one terminal to the server, the server 
responds back to the terminal with a page template (HTML) containing localization and 
component parsing performed by the server before a response to the selection 
information is sent to the at least one terminal (the server takes into account which type 
of device the requested information is being sent to, 0090) and the localizing and 
parsing of the selection information is performed by the server according to a user 
profile stored by the server before responding back to the terminal is performed (0046, 
0047, 0048, 0061, 0068, 0071).
